^5 an ou tmoded device for selecting a candidate for 
I'lCMdent. 
It was ou tmoded in 1912 when Theodore 
Roosevelt battled for the du 'eot prim aries 
It, today , 
rep resents neither a party ’s choice nor the people’s 
choice. 
It Ls a strand fie&la to excite over what has 
already been arranged. 
Here is an enormou s gathering o f men and women, 
most of whom have no say in the proc-eedings and do 
not even vote as they choose. The galleries are filled 
with onlookers, visitors, the cu riou s, the gu llible. They 
come to watch the donkey s or the elephant« ;. Most of 
them have no idea as to what is going on. The heavy 
contribu tore and the cu rrently and formerly distin­ 
gu ished sit in .special reservations, u su ally box seats. 
Every body has to have a ticket or a badge. 


The no ise is unbeliev able and co netani. The 
Hghls glare. There is an o rchestra which blares 
and an o rgan which do es no t play a Grego rian 
chant. Tho se who march in ho no r o f a can^date, 
no t o nly Include the delegates who fav o r him but 
also hired marchers who swell his ranks, pro lo ng 
the pandemo nium and ex citement, and co ntinue 
the impressio n o f unrestrained enthusiasm. 


Speakers rise to speak. Sometimes they are heard 
in the conveittion hall. TT>ey a re better heard on radio 
and television. The .speeches are never extem porane­ 
ou s becau .se no politician can risk a slip of the tongu e. 
Beside« , he wants his speech printed in the newspapers 
« nd commented u pon. So he .« ¡ends it ou t in advance. 
Qu ietly , w'lthou t excitemenrt. the great men sit in 
hotel su ites. They come to the conv'ention hall wily 
when it is alxsolu tely necejisarj’. They hold conferences. 
They meet in commititees. TTiey ' m ake deals, i^’hen- 
ever a candidate .say s that he has m ade no deals, he 
is literally not telling the tru th. The deals are m ade 
and they are lived u p to. Sometimes a candidate ha.« ! 
to avoid the direct conversation; bu t an interm ediary 
can alway s be fou nd. 
The candidate promotes himself. He is drafted by 
nobody . He raises his ow'n money . A rich candidate 
or one that has rich fri« ids or has access to labor 
u nion money has an easier tu ne than one who has to 
watch his nickels and dimes. 
As a bu sinesslike institu tion, the convention is 
nothing at all. It ou ght to be abolislwd. However, no 
su bstitu te for the convention has been devised becau se 
neither of ou r principal political parties is a m em ber­ 
ship organization. They are mechanism s for gath« -- 
ing votes for chosen candidates. 
The Boss s>'slem 
continu es in variou s forms, A politician is more con­ 
cerned abfHit the opinion of Lawrence of Pennsy lvania 
or EXeSapio of New York or P at Brown of California 
than he is abou t hu ndreds of delegates. In the Demo­ 
cratic Convention, David Du binsky and Alex Rose m at­ 
ter; Walter Reu ther m atters. These are the politicians 
of 
labor. 
They 
have 
access 
to 
enormou s 
labor 
treasu ries and can m ake promises of su pport to can­ 
didates. Nothing wou ld please them better than to 
have John Kennedy as the Democratic candidate and 
Nelson Rockefeller as the Repu blican candidate. Then 
they wou ld win no m atter who lost. 
Other grou ps are ad work at conventions, offering 
hu ge blocks of vo.tes. 
Most ©■f them cannot deliver 
on the barrel-head bu t a nervou s candidate does not 
want to risk losing any grou p that can be satisfied 
•^ith a bone or a scrap. 


Meanwhile there is no deliberatio n. What is 
called a Platfo rm is intended to be a statement o f 
principles. A large co mmittee meets to draw up 
this do cument. It ho lds hearings o v er a pro lo nged 
perio d befo re the co nv entio n and listens to ail so rts 
o f ideas, pro po sals, co ncepts. But usually three o r 
fo ur kno wledgeable men do the writing and their 
ideas prev ail. 


The Platform is u su ally too long foe general read­ 
ing. It covers too wide and too detailed a statem ent. 
It ra<rely has an elevating thou ght or an emotional 
paragraph. 
After all the fu ss that is made over it, 
it is generally forgotten and it is alway s ignored by 
those who are elected u nder its provisionB. 
This then is the convention. 
I once had a boy 
m ade the page to a cr.ndidate. He saw all the machin­ 
ery at work, closely and intim ately . When k was over, 
I asked him how he liked it. His reply was: 
“ D iat 
If not what they tau ght m e at college.“

RADIATION PILL — With the 
pu blic’s great fear of radioactive 
fallou t, y ou 
will be happy to 
learn that the Army is develop­ 
ing a pill which will redu ce the 
effects of thu s danger 
It is not y et ready for u .se by 
hu m ans, bu t has been te.sted su c­ 
cessfu lly on anim als which have 
been exposed to lethal dose.s of 
radiation and then kept alive by 
u se of a dru g. The experim ents 
have been condu cted for more 
than two y ear.s. bu t are only a 
fir.st step toward u ltim ate devel­ 
opment of a pill hu man.s can 
take withou t 
experiencing 
bad 
effects. 
The dru g is a by produ ct of re- 
.search 
in the field of su lpha 
chem istry and at present it has 
a “great toxic effect” on hu man 
beings. 
Even when fu lly developed it 
i.s not intended to be a complete 
cu re that can be u sed in place 
of a fallou t shelter. However, it 
is likely that su ch a pill will per­ 
m it hu mans to rem ain in shelters 
for a .shorter time after an a t­ 
omic explosion—day s instead of 
weeks.

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How To 'Rig' 
'A Convention 


"We want Roosevelt.'' shouted the anony* 
mous voice on the loud-speaker at the Chicago 
Stadium on a hot night in July 1940. and the 
demonstrators jamming the aisles took up the 
chant. 
"Chicago wants 
Roosevelt.” 
"America 
needs Roosevelt ” "The world needs Roosevelt." 
It was something like the stylized responsive 
reading that is college rooting, except that the 
cheerleader was out of sight—was, indeed, down 
in a small basement room where the amplifier 
circuits were centered. 
The demonstration was a symbol of what a 
historian notably sympathetic to the Roosevelt 
administration. Robert E. Sherwood, has called 
a 
dreadful display of democracy at its tawd­ 
riest. 
Up until the moment of his acceptance 
Roosevelt refused to say whether he would 
accept a third nomination. 
Harry L. Hopkins, 
who was not even a delegate to the convention, 
was sent to Chicago to run the Roosevelt show. 
The vote on the first ballot was Roosevelt, 
9 4 6 4 ; 
Farley, 
7 2 4 : 
Garner, 
61; 
Tydings 
9 4 . According to Edward J. Flynn, who was to 
succeed Farley as national chairman. "They (city 
leaders) did not support Roosevelt out of any 
motive of affection or because of any political 
issues involved, but 
rather they knew that 
opposing him would be harmful to their local 
organizations.” 
They almost bolted, though, when Hopkins 
announced that Roosevelt wanted as a running 
mate Henry A. Wallace. 
"The delegates were 
ugly,” Farley reports. * They did not want Wal­ 
lace. 
Not all their resentment was personal, 
however. They were showing their resentment 
against ‘bossism’.” 
Roosevelt, angered at the shambles at Chi­ 
cago— and at the possibility of being balked— 
was preparing a speech refusing the nomination. 
However, the steamroller prevailed and Wallace 
squeaked through. 
In withdrawing from the 
fight for Vice President, Sen. Scott Lucas flatly 
declared he would not have done so "had this 
been a free and open convention.”

Outmoded

There can he no question hut that the convention 
^ i.- . n outmoded device for selecting a candidate for 
President. 
It wac outmoded in 1912 when Theodore 
Roosevelt hauled for the direct prim aries 
It. today, 
re resents neither a party’s choice nor the people'* 
c voice. 
It is a grand fiesta to excite over what has 
already been arranged 
Here is an enormous gathering of men and women, 
moist of whom have no say in the proceedings and do 
not even vote as they choose 
The galleries are filled 
with onlookers, visitors, the curious, the gullible 
They' 
come to watch the donkeys or the elephants. Most of 
them have no idea as to what is going on 
The heavy 
contributors and the currently and formerly distin­ 
guished sit m special reservations, usually box seats. 
Everybody has to have a ticket or a badge. 


The noise is unbelievable ami constant 
The 
lights glare. There is an orchestra which blares 
and an organ which does not play a Gregorian 
chant. Those who march in honor of a candidate, 
not only include the delegates who favor him but 
also hired marchers who swell his ranks, prolong 
the pandemonium and excitement, and continue 
the impression of unrestrained enthusiasm. 


Speakers rise to speak. Sometimes they are heard 
in the convention hall. They a re better heard on radio 
and television 
The speeches are never extem porane­ 
ous because r»o politician can risk a slip of the tongue. 
Besides, he wants his speech printed in the newspapers 
and commented upon 
So he sends it out in advance. 
Quiefly, without excitement, the great men sit in 
hotel suites 
They come to the convention hall only 
when it » absolutely necessary'- They hold conferences. 
They meet in committees. They’ make deals 
When­ 
ever a candidate says that he has made no deals, he 
is literally not telling the truth. The deals are m ade 
and they are hied up to 
Sometimes a candidate ha* 
to avoid the direct conversation, but an interm ediary 
can always be found 
The candidate promotes himself. He is drafted by 
nobody. He raises hts own money. A rich candidate 
or one that has rich friends or ha* access to labor 
union money bas an easier tim e than one who has to 
watch his nickels and dimes 
As a businesslike institution, the convention is 
nothing at all. It ought to be abolished. However, no 
substitute for the convention has been devised because 
neither of our principal political parties is a member- 
ship organization. They are mechanisms for gather­ 
ing votes for chosen candidates 
The Boss system 
continues in various forms 
A politician is more con­ 
cerned about the opinion of Lawrence of Pennsylvania 
or DeSapwi of New York or Pat Brown of California 
than he is about hundreds of delegates. In the Demo­ 
cratic Convention. David Dubinsky and Alex Rose m at­ 
ter; Walter Reuther m atters. These are the politicians 
of 
labor. 
They 
have 
access 
to 
enormous 
labor 
treasuries and can make promises of support to can­ 
didates. Nothing would please them better than to 
have John Kennedy as the Democratic candidate and 
Nelson Rockefeller as the Republican candidate 
Then 
they would win no m atter who lost 
Other groups are at work at conventions, offering 
huge blocks of votes 
Most of them cannot deliver 
on the barrel-head hut a nervous candidate does not 
wan! to risk losing any group that can be satisfied 
jv ith a bone or a scrap. 


Meanwhile there is no deliberation. 
What I* 
railed a Platform is intended to be a statement of 
principles. A large committee meets to draw up 
this document. It holds hearings over a prolonged 
period before the convention and listens to all sorts 
of ideas, proposals, concepts. Rut usually three or 
four knowledgeable men do the writing and their 
ideas prevail. 


The Platform is usually too long for general read­ 
ing 
It covers too wide and too detailed a statement 
It rarely has an elevating thought or an emotional 
paragraph 
.After all the fuss tha: is made over it 
H is generally forgotten and vt is always ignored by 
those who are elected under its provisions. 
This then is the convention. 
I once had a boy 
m ade the page to a candidate 
He saw all the machin­ 
ery at work. closely and intimately. When it was over. 
I asked him how he liked it. 
His reply was; 
"That 
is not what they taught me at college "

section, 
however, of the platform — and 
one which could cost the Demo­ 
crats plenty of electoral votes in 
the South and perhaps rn the 
North — is a

must adopt some system of equal­ 
ity of race, religion and color in 
choosing their employes It also 
tells the private schools 
they,
